Eugene de Beauharnaia, famous be­ 
cause he was the stepson of Napoleon, 
was betm in Paris in 1781. His father 
had been bom on the island of M ar 
tinique and had served in our Ameri­ 
can Revolution. The young man gTew 
up in Paris and served in the army 
under Napoleon. 
He became a favorite with the great 
general, ami it is said that the ro­ 
mance of Napoleon and the Empress 
'.Josephine was due to him—for he took 
his superior home to meet his mother, 
who had been a widow for two years, 
and Napoleon at once fell madly in 
love with her. 
Eugene served under Napoleon 
in 
Italy and Egypt and when he was 
wounded, Napoleon himself 
brought 
him home to his mother, Josephine and 
his sister Hortense. 
Napoleon a fte r 
wajrds married him 
to a 
Bavarian 
princess and set hi mover Italy 
as 
ruler. 
In spite of the estrangement be­ 
tween Napoleon 
and 
the 
Empress 
Josephine, Eugene continued to be de­ 
voted to Napoleon. He risked his life 
again and again fighting for him and 
never left him during the disastrous 
retreat from Russia. After Napoleons 
downfall, Beauchamais
